C heaters w ho don't get caught, shoplifters w ho aren't ar­ 
rested. and those w ho v iolate traffic laws and escape accid- 
dents are still w rong — and they k n ow it, although they 
m av not admit it.

We will get around to a lot 
of hands from this book in 
November. In the meanwhile, 
here is one of his very simple 
problems that does cover two 
points in play. 
D e c l a r e r draws trumps. 
Which trump should he play 
from his hand? 
The answer is the ace. If 
trumps break 2-1, declarer can’t 
lose a trump trick. If East has 
three trumps, declarer can’t do 
anything about it. If West holds 
all three, the ace play will give 
South a proven finesse against 
the queen. 
Victor's 
next 
question 
is: 
"Can South make his contract 
against 
any 
combination 
of 
cards, assuming he doesn’t have 
to lose a trump?" 
The answer to this question 
is. of course. "Yes." 
The hand is a classic example 
of a simple elimination play. 
Once declarer draws trumps, he 
runs off the last two hearts and 
throws the defense in with a 
diamond. East and West can 
take two diamond tricks but 
after that it won’t matter who 
wins the second diamond or who 
holds the queen of spades,
